Our correspondent at Kingston. Jamaica, writing

negroes, acting under the advice of demagogues,
both clerical and lay. "When the toll gate rioters
were brought up for trial lately, in Westmoreland
county, a party of armed blacks entered the conrt,
drove out the officers, took the Judge from the
bench, destroyed all the furniture, and set the prisonersfree. This was followed by a rising on the
Holland estate, and the whole military force of the
island was barely able to keep down the colored
insurgents. The Anti-Slavery Society of England
and the Jamaica Reform Association are clearly
chargeable with Ihe induction of a war of class and
color, which is likely to prove entirely fatal to tbe
interests of the inhabitants. Crime was very ri/e,
and the Jamaica court calendar exceedingly heavy.
A small trading schooner had picked up, on the
west end of the inland, one of the boats of the
war steamer Jasscur, containing some of the crew
and officers, who were in wretched condition.

Ono man had
died of starvation, and the doctor and purser of the
vessel had become insane, all the remainder being
at the point of death.

Aupheps OF TirF. british Rksitonth,.lu nuothercolumn will be found the address presentedyesterday to Lord Napier by the British
residents of New York. The document was

signed by upwards of two hundred names, embracingall the respectability and mercantile
w ealth of that Inuly. His lordship's reply is
conceived in the same happy spirit and is
marked by the same inimitable tact which have
distinguished most of the spteches and documentsthat have emanated from him during his
residence here, lie dwells with apparently as

much pleasure on the cordial personal relations
which he has established among us as on the effortsthat he has made to draw closer the politicalties which should bind the two couutries
together.

Ilia lordship is right in laying emphasis on

this peculiar characteristic of his mission. No
Biitish Minister that has ever been accredited to
this country has so thoroughly comprehended
the delicacies and difficulties of his position. lie
seems to have understood intuitively not only the
peculiarities of our institutions, but the genius
and susceptibilities of our people. In the
discharge of his diplomatic duties this
quickness ot perception lias proveu of
invaluable service to him by preventing him
from judging everything by an English standard,
whilst in his social relations it has enabled him
to conciliate prejudices and to form friendships,
even amongst those whom the conduct of his
predecessors had impressed unfavorably. No
man. we will venture to say, who has previously
occupied his post has left behind him so many regretsand bo few hostilities as his lordship will
do. Whilst, as a gentleman, hislicaring has been
unexceptionable, as a Minister he has contrived
to impress the people of both countries with the
belief thut he is the most honest and efficient
representative that Great Britain has ever sent
here. It is a pity that under such circumstances
it should have been deemed expedient by the ForeignOffice to recall him. The time may not bo
remote w hen the services of such a man may lie
required, and certainly no minister will be able
to accomplish ro much with our government as

Lord .Njipicr might Have <lono.

Tbe exigencies of the diplomatic service, however,admit of no considerations of personal partiality.All that we can, therefore, do, Is to give
expression to the very general feeling of regret
with which bis lordship's departure from among
«s is viewed.

Tiik New Rkoittrv Law. Wp print to-day
a copy of the new act which provides for the
better f-ocurity and purity of the ballot.

concerned.and it is here that the law Is particularlyrequired.the bill we print to-day is a farce
and a humbug.

Mishino Lkttkks.Juvkniijs Duhoxkhty..
Complaints are constantly being made against
the Poet Office for the non-receipt of letters containingcash remittances addressed to mercantile
or other establishments. The department has
enough responsibility on its shoulders withoutbeing made amendable for the sins of
individuals. The persons making their complaintswill be surprised when we till them that
the loss of their lettere and money ia more frequentlydue to their own carelessness than to the
negligence or dishonesty of the Post Office em1if
piOyOB.
The results of investigations Instituted by the

department have established the feet that the
frequent loss and derangement of the letter correspondenceof badness establisemeuts are owing,
in a great measure, to the employment of improperpersons in the conveyance of their letters to
and from the Post Office. Perhaps not one in ten
of the coses where the Post Office authorities
succeed in tracing complaints of losses to that
source is ever known io the public, as in most
instances the offenders are so young that the
courts seldom favor their final conviction. We
are credibly informed that the detection of these
juvenile delinquents by the Poet Offloe special
agent is a matter of almost daily occurrence.

By a law of Congress, no person is allowed
to be employed in a Poet Office who is under sixteenyears of age; and yet careful business men

in other respects will entrust the custody of
their valuable letters, conta:ning remittances
amounting to thousands of dollars, to inexperiencedand irresponsible boys, who, even if
perfectly honest themselves, arc wholly at the
mercy of any of the designing and artful desperadoesconstantly lying in wait for just
such chances as are thus afforded them. Not
long since we noticed a very small lad
leaving the Post Office with both hands full ol
letters. We had the curiosity to ask him hit
age, when his reply was, "Seven years, sir." II
was subsequently ascertained that he had beei
sent to the Post Office by a large mercantilt
house on Broadway.

It would seem that the ordinary risks of the
mails are sufficient, without adding to them the
nntflidn enntinconr.if'H and (ivnosurcH to whfoli
wc have alluded.

" One Cent Ferriage.".It ib reported.and
one of our city cotemporaries endorses the truth
of the report.that all the ferries to Williamsburgwill carry foot passengera for one cent each
after the 1st of May, and also that the number ot
boats will be increased. Now, wc think it will
turn out that this report is set on foot by the
property owners to induce tenants who occupy
houses in WilllamBburg to remain, and those whe
do not to remove to that village. The Utrior
Ferry Company promised wtmaerful things or

the Fulton, South and Hamilton ferries, till thej
got their monopoly secured. After that we know
how they ferved the public. Wc have no faith ir
the report that the ferriage to Williamsburg will
be reduced to one cent, and those who now acl
on such belief will find out how they have been
deceived, when the 1st of May is passed and it
is too late to make arrangements about their
places of residence till next near.

men supposed to compose the two branches of the Legislature.there la not a man among them but most aril
dendesires to return home (a majority of whom never

ought to Dave lelt their ploughs and pettifogging office*),
but their fear of the lobby keeps them here. Todaythere seemed to be no more Indication of adjournmentthan at any time during the sobsion. The acrimonywhich arose In the House among the members of
the majority has reached to such a height that membersdeclare to each other they will not hereafter
extend the courtesy or civility of recognition.
Woen the supply bill was about being read for the
third time In the Bouse this morning, Mr. Gonkllnf stated
that the bill was run through the Committee of the Whole,
expending many thousands of dollars, when there were

only thirty or forty out of the one hundred and twenty'
eight members of tho House present. Various motions
were made to recommit this treasury plundering bill, for
the purpose of mailing additional appropriations, but tho
Mouse refused. It has gone to the Souate, whore it wiil
require a uujrs uim.u&riuu ai nasi.

The cbartcr bill produced tbe most cxciting scene, at
an early bour, between one and three this morning. A
motion was made by Senator W. A. Wheeler, that a rule
of tbe Senate be suspended so aa to go in Committee of
the Whole on tbe New York Cbartcr bill, which bad pro
viously passed the House. This moton was resisted In
every possible form allowed by parliamentary law and
rules of tbe Senate, by Messrs. Mathor, Spinola, Doberty,
Bmndretb, Sloan and Smith, democrats. Tbe excitement
htro rose to a wonder I ul height, ami the republican Solictorswere exceedingly wroth. All their self control
seemed to have abandoned them, and the presiding
officer (the Lieutenant Governor) was so com
pletely confounded and embarrassed that bis
decisions appeared to be made at random, and
tor tbo only purpose and aim of getting rid of the
Bubject before him. Finally tbo calling of the vote was
commenced on some collateral question, when, as had
been tbe case all thu evening, a Senator asked " what tbe
question woe?" The President replied that it was ou tbo
main resolution to suppend the rule, and go into Com
mittee of the Whole. Messrs. Spinola and Mather immedilately sprung to their feot, crying " No, sir;" "No, sir."
Mr Spinola then t-ald,11 No, sir, that is not tbe question
before the Senate; and before I will submit to such rulings
I will go under arrest."
